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An Important Contribution

bee White House recently released the report of the Presidential 
Advisory Committee on Transport Policy and Organization, more 
familiarly known as the “Cabinet Report,” calling for a revised national 
transportation policy. 

This Report is endorsed by the railroad industry as an important 
contribution toward working out, to the best interest of the public, 
changes in transportation policy which are made necessary by changed 
competitive conditions. Among other things, the Report finds that: 

1. The public interest requires maintenance of a sound and vigorous 
common carrier transportation system, adequate for an expanding econ- 
omy in peace and for national security in war. 

2. In many respects present government policy prevents—or severely 
limits—ithe most economical use of the nation’s transportation plant 
and imposes large and needless costs upon common carriers and so upon 
travelers, shippers and the consuming public. 

3. Common carriers should be allowed more freedom in pricing their 
services, so long as their prices do not exceed maximum or minimum 
rates fixed by the ICC. 

4. The basis of a modernized regulatory program is greater reliance 
on the fair play of competition, founded on progressive experimentation 
in rates and service by all forms of transportation to show to the fullest 
their ability to serve the shipping and traveling public. 

While the Report does not discuss a number of subjects of. vital 
importance to the railroads, the Committee has given the country a 
significant transportation analysis, reflecting the composite views of the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, Commerce, Defense, and Treasury, the Direc- 
tor of the Office of Defense Mobilization, the Postmaster General, and 
the Director of the Bureau of Budget. 

The underlying philosophy is encouraging and fully as important 
as any specific recommendation. It. recognizes: the highly competitive 
nature of transportation today, as contrasted with a quarter of a century 
ago;:the long overdue need for adjustment of regulatory laws to these 
competitive realities; and the importance of reliel which will insure a 
financially strong system of common carrier transportation. 

This is a subject-of concern to all of us and a comprehensive 
explanation: of specific recommendations will be presented in future 
jssues of the Bulletin. Your understanding and support with legislative 
representatives will help to translate this Report into law.

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No Time For “Coasting”

IMMY JORDAN (on cover), dean 

of superintendents, now enjoying 
lus 50th year with Southern Pacific, 
and his 23rd year as top man of the 
Coast Division, shifted his cigar to the 
other side of his mouth, leaned back 
in his chair and said in 2 voice soft 
with remembering, “Harriman, Lovett, 
Sproule, Shoup, MeDonald, Mercier, 
Russeli—that’s seven. P’ve served under 
seven SP presidents. It’s been an ex- 
perience.” For a moment Jimmy was 
silent. Early afternoon sunshine slanted 
through the window, striking fire on 
his diamond tie pin. Then his blue e: 
changed, became alert. “Can’t be 
ting around here all day gabbing,” he 
said. “There’s a safety meeting at Bay- 
shore in ten minutes.” Arising from his 
chair, he paused for a second to light 
his cigar. “You know,” he grinned, “I 
really’ don’t smoke many of . these. J 
mostly just chew on ’em.” Then ‘cover- 
ing his‘ shock of greying hair with a 
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straw hat, Jimmy clamped hard upon 
his cigar, strode from his office at 
Third and Townsend, San Francisco, 
and headed for Bayshore. 

After Jordan left, his son, Syd 
(traffic manager of PMT), who had 
been sitting quietly near the window, 
said, “What a guy! He’s not a superin- 
tendent—he’s a legend. Why, 1 remem- 
ber him coming home so tired after 36 
straight hours on line that we had to 
show him where the door to his bedroom 


In order that Stanford’s famous VOW 
Boys could get through te Los Angel 
for their football game with USC in 
1934, Jimmy Jordan and L. P, Hopkins 
(now superintendent of Portland Div.) 
performed the Herculean feat of work- 
ing 96 straight hours at Elkhorn Sink, 
near. Watsonville Junction. To prevent 
SP rails from sinking into the soft 
marshlands, tons of. fill had to be used. 
In true storybook ‘style the tracks held

the Coliscum just 30 minutes before 
game time. (Stanford won) 

John Crowley, who has been Jordan’s 
secretary for 13 years, says, “They don’t 
come any tougher than the boss.” 

Jimmy Jordan started his enviable 
vailroad career with SP as  coal-burner 
fireman at Rocklin in 1905. Before his 
complete involvement with trains, Jimmy 
raised prize horses and cattle. A pretty 
and an unusually capable equestrienne 
named Agnes admired Jimmy's prize 
animals, After they had raced to school 
several times on their horses, and she 


found Jimmy was the only boy in town 
who could ever beat her, she married 
him, in 1907, In addition to Syd, there 
is another son, Jim, Jr. who is a com- 
mercial artist and teacher in Los An- 
geles. 

Superintendent Jordan is one of the 
Tast of his breed—the old-time rail- 
roader. A rugged, fist-swinging, desk- 
thumping leader of men, Jim ascended 
to his present position by virtue of his 
remarkable physical endurance, a thor- 
ough working knowledge of railroading, 
an unswerving loyalty to the Company, 
and perhaps mest important of all, an 
innate understanding of what makes 
men “tick.” To sce Jordan enter a 
room and observe the warm grins cross- 
ing the faces of his men as they watch 
and listen to him is proof of the affec- 
tion they feel for “The Old Man.” 


Senior Superintendent 


For 23 years Jimmy has been super- 
intendent of the Coast Division, and for 
many more years than that he has been 
avowing that it is the absolutely finest 
division in the System, Well, what is it 
like—this division that employs ap- 
proximately 6,625 folks? 

The Coast Division might be com- 
pared to that most rare of creatures—a 
beautiful waman who can cook. Viewed 
from the windows of our crack passen- 
ger trains, the California countryside 
through which Coast Division rails pass, 
is ever-changing and unccasingly lovel 
And mile for mile, the Coast Division is 
one of the most satisfactory revenue- 
producing divisions in our System. 
Freight charges on all traffic originat-

more than $126 million; the total of 
passenger fares for the same period 
reached almost $742 million. 

From San Francisco, the main line of 
the division runs south 365 miles past 
prospering Peninsula cities, through the 
Santa Clara and Salinas Valleys, cross- 
ing the Santa Lucia Mountains and skirt- 
ing the shores of the Pacific Ocean until 
it reaches West Santa Barbara, where 
junction is made with the Los Angeles 
Division. 

San Francisco, division headquarters, 
and home office of the System, is one 
of the most colorful seaport cities in the 
world, Thousands of tourists come each 
year to ride our ferry boats across the 
Bay; to frequent the little Italian cafes; 
to ride the dinky cable cars up the in- 
credibly steep hills; to idle through the 
narrow streets of Chinatown; to eat a 
seafood cocktail on Fisherman’s Wharf 
and look at the little fishing boats rock- 
ing at anchor, 

Aside from being a widely-known tour- 
ist mecea, San Francisco is a city of tall 
buildings, progressive-thinking men and 
booming industries. Over 750 local in- 
dustries in this shipping, manufacturing 
and commercial center are served di- 


rectly by ‘SP spur tracks and hundreds

1923 we loaded 524 cars and in 1954 we 
loaded 40,660!

sula towns and an important function of 
the Coast Division commute trains is to 
bring approximately 16,000 of them 
safely to and from the city each working 
day. (For a complete story of our com- 
mute service, read the October, 1954, 
Bulletin). 

The cities along the peninsula—~and 
particularly the Sunnyvale and Santa 
Ciara areas—are undergoing a tremen- 
dous industrial and residential growth, 
thanks in great part to the proximity 
of SP rails which enable the booming 
industries to reach markets quickly. In 
Santa Clara last year our average 
moathly freight charges totaled $580,000 
and in Sunnyvale, $256,000. Another im- 
portant peninsula city served by SP is 
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San Jose, 47 ntiles south of San Fran- 
cisco, an important agriculture and in- 
dustrial center. Our average monthly 
freight charges there in 1954 were 
$780,000. 

Incidentally, Coast Division carload- 
ings last year included 75,883 of perish- 
ables, 16,749 of hects and 105,057 com- 
mercial, 

Passengers riding our Coast Daylights 
through the Salinas Valley are unfail- 
ingly delighted at the pastoral view. 
Spreading for miles on either side of our 
rails like bright-colored rugs are fields 
planted to lettuce, sugar beets, grains, 
beans, strawberries and other crops. 
Growing wild along the tracks are beau- 
tiful blac lupine and golden poppies. 


center. After leaving this areca, our pas- 
sengers are thrilled with the view as our 
trains climb the 2.2 grade of the Santa 
Lucia Mountains, and especially at 
“Horse Shoe Curve” where the trains 
curve hack upon themselves. 


San Luis Obispo, where vegetables, 
sugar beets and grain are grown, is a 
serene town, pleasant to stroll through, 
Most of the homes have flowers in their 
yards. 

Guadalupe, farther south, is an im- 
portant junction point with the Santa 
Maria Valley Railroad with which line 
we interchange considerable traffic. 


Railroad Town 

Surf, located between Guadalupe and 
Santa Barbara, is a Httle village of SP 
folks, located tess than 200 yards from 
the Pacific. Holding village seniority is 
Pumper E. E. Donelson who has been at 
Surf since 1922. J. J. Mathy is the agent- 
telegrapher and his wife is ticket clerk. 
The night operation is handled by E. P. 
Sandy and his wife; in addition, the 
Sandys operate the local post office. 
Other members of this neat little com- 
munity include Section Foremen Jim 
Golanos and Frank Gallegos; Clerk Jim 
Herdman; Relief Agent-Telegraphers 
Jim Norwood and Don Shultis; and Sig- 
nal Maintainer V. E. Whitehead. 

From Goleta, a few miles north of 
Santa Barbara, our freights move consid- 
erable amounts of lemons, walnuts and 
perishables.

Monte, oldest name train we own. Each 
afternoon for the last 66 years the Det 
Monte has departed promptly at 4 p.m. 
from Third Street Station in San Fran- 
cisco for the 125 mile rail trip south 
through industrial and farming country 
to the Monterey Peninsula, arriving 
there at 6:57 p.m. The return trip each 
morning to San Francisco is accom: 
plished between 7:30 and 10:30 a.m. It 
is the custom for some of the villagers in 
Monterey each evening to wander over 
to the SP station on the beach to meet 
the train. 

Businessmen with city-tight nerves en- 
joy coming down on the Del Moate for 
a relaxing day of playing golf on one of 
the five local courses. Vacationers like 
to prowl through the crooked streets of 
Cannery Row, fish for sand dabs from 
the long piers, or go horseback riding 
along beach trails. Soldiers from nearby 
Fort Ord ride ‘the Del’ Mente to San 
Francisco on weekend leave. 


‘Industries ‘dependent ‘upon SP. rails 
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around Monterey include the fisheries 
and the white sand refineries. Certain 
portions ef the Monterey beaches con- 
tain a sand so fine that when viewed 
through a microscope lens the sand 
looks white as washed crystals. Our 
freights haul this sand to Oakland and 
other northern cities where it is manu- 
factured into glass containers. 


Including the Monterey Branch, there 
are over 129 miles of branch lines.

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General Auditer Kendall 
is Named Vice President 


P. J. KENDALL 


RESCOTT J. KENDALL, who 

started with Southern Pacific as a 
clerk in the Accounting Department 36 
years ago and rose to general auditor, 
has been named a vice president of the 
Company. His new title is Vice Presi- 
dent and Genera! Auditor, with jurisdic- 
tion over 2300 Accounting Department 
men and women over the entire system. 

Kendall started with Southern Pacific 
in 1919 as clerk in the Auditor's Office, 
San Francisco, alter serving in the Navy 
in World War J. He advanced through 
the positions of special accountant and 
chief clerk to the auditor to become 
assistant to general auditor in 1932, 
He was promoted to auditor of miscel- 
laneous accounts in 1935 and assistant 
general auditor in 1942. As general audi- 
tor since 1945, he has become recognized 
as one of the country’s outstanding rail- 
road accounting officers. 
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Throughout his years of service, the 
new vice president has been a strong ad- 
vocate of employe educational and self- 
improvement programs, and has fostered 
constant improvements in work proced- 
ures. 


In 1937, while serving as Auditor of 
Miscellaneous Accounts, he prepared a 
pamphlet on clementary bookkeeping 
and railway accounting for the educa- 
tion of younger employes. A copy of this 
booklet is still being furnished to each 
new employe upon entering service in 
the Accounting Department. 


Shortly after this appointment as Gen- 
eral Auditor in 1945, he instituted a 
broad program of mechanizing work, 
with the result that all divisions of our 
Accounting Department employ the most 
modern techniques. Under Kendail’s di- 
rection, installations of the latest types 
of electronic data-processing machines 
are currently being planned. 

But while keeping apace with mech- 
anization methods, Kendall stresses the 
importance of the individual. “The key 
to good production rests with people, 
not machines,” he says. 

Always intensely interested in his 
people, he points with pride to the fact 
that his department was one of the first 
to introduce its own Human Relations 
conferences among supervisors from the 
yarious subdivisions of the Accounting 
Department. Also under his administra- 
tion a number of employe Speakers 
Clubs, as many as four at a time, have 
flourished. And to General Office folks 
who used to assemble in the “back lot” 
for opening of ‘the softball season, the 
new vice president is no stranger, Fre- 
quently he has taken part in the cere-

Important Operating 
Promotions Announced 


APPOINTMENT of E. D, Moody to 
oe asst. to vice president-system op- 
erations was announced last month. J. A. 
McKinnon was promoted to assistant 
general manager, succeeding Moody; 
A. W. Kilborn was named superintend- 
ent, Shasta Division, succeeding McKin- 
non; and R. 0. Colirin advanced from 
trainmaster, Tucumcari, to asst. super- 
intendent, Tucson Division, succeeding 
Kilborn. 

In his new position Meody is on spe- 
cial assignment on the Mountain-Pacific 
Territory Operating Committee of the 
Transcontinental Divisions Case, which 
is concerned with the proposed adjust- 
ment of freight rates between eastern 
and western railroads. 

Moody started his railroad career in 
1913 as a crew caller on Shasta Division. 
After holding various yard positions on 
Shasta and Sacramento divisions he be- 
came general yardmaster at Roseville in 
1928. In 1936 he was made trainmaster, 
Sacramento Division, and in 1940 was 
transferred to the Western Division ‘in 
that position. He was appointed terminal 
superintendent at Oakland in 1941 and 
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the following year became assistant 
superintendent, Western Division. In 
1944 he went to San Francisco as as- 
sistant to general manager and in 1945 
returned to Western Division as super- 
intendent. He had been assistant gen- 
eral manager since 1949. 

McKinnon started with SP as a brake- 
man on the Coast Division in 1923 and 
advanced to conductor and assistant 
trainmaster. In 1941 he became train- 
master on Shasta Division and in 1942 
was transferred to Tucson Division in a 
similar position. In 1944 he was pro- 
moted to assistant superintendent, Salt 
Lake Division, and two years later was 
moved to Coast Division with that title. 
He had been superintendent of Shasta 
Division since 1949, during which time, 
in the words of the Dunsmuir News, “his 
leadership, sincerity, simplicity and 
human qualities have touched all.” When 
he left to take up his new duties in San 
Francisco, the newspaper carried a ban- 
ner. headline on its front page proclaim- 
ing “City Says Goodbye, Hands Heart 
to McKinnon.” 

The tribute was well deserved.. When

McKinnon said farewell at Dunsmuir he 
Jeft with the Shasta Division's Trans- 
portation Department the best safety 
secord in the history of the railroad— 
not a single reportable accident for the 
first five months of this year (see page 
16). 


Kilborn’s promotion to Shasta Divi- 
sion superintendent puts him in the 
same position his father, G. H. Kilborn, 
held from 1942 until his retirement in 
1949, He decided to follow in his dad’s 
footsteps in 1936, starting with the Com- 
pany as a student fireman on Portland 
Division. In 1941 he was made an engi- 
neer and a year jater moved to Los 
Angeles Division as assistant trainmas- 
ter, In 1943 he became trainmaster on 
Western Division and in 1946 returned 
to Portland Division in the same capa- 
city. He had been assistant superintend- 
ent, Tucson Division, since 1949. 


Shortly after he arrived at Dunsmuir, 
the town where he was born, to take 
over his new daties, Kilborn was inter- 
viewed by the local newspaper. Com- 
menting on Shasta Division’s current 
safety record he said: “Safety is not a 
matter of luck. It is everyone practicing 
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safety. The men and women of the 
Shasta Division are to be highly com- 
mended for their splendid record.” 

Of the man he succeeded, Kilborn 
said: “Mr, McKinnon was loved and re- 
spected by everyone. He did a let for 
Dunsnuir and for the Shasta Division. 
Tcan only hepe to attain the same re- 
sults.” 


Coltrin entered service as a brakeman 
on Coast Division in 1941, where he 
later beeame a conductor and, in 1948, 
assistant trainmaster.

EORGE M. BETTERTON, general 
purchasing agent, retired May 31 
after 51 years of railroading, the last 43 
with SP. Mervyn C. Nystrom, assistant 
general purchasing agent, succeeds him. 
With jurisdiction over purchases 
throughout the entire system, Betterton 
has headed a department that has an 
annual “shopping list” totaling $150,- 
000,000. Items range from diesel loco- 
motives to relish for SP’s famed “meal- 
in-a-basket” hamburgers. 

Betterton came to SP in 1912 as a 
clerk in the Stores Department in San 
Francisco. In 1921 he was made chief 
clerk to purchasing agent, was pro- 
moted to assistant purchasing agent in 
1925 and purchasing agent in 1933.
